Admiral da 
Gama'a position in the harbor grolVa worse 
diily, Three deaperate night attacks on 
Armico havo failed, wliile the government 
has mounted several now ooven-inch guns 
at that poinr. Roar Admiral Himham said 
yesterday : " Admiral da Gama will not h^i 
able to leave the harbor unless ho acta soon ; 
but ho can surrender and obtain asylum 
with us any time." 

Admiral da Gama said yesterday that 
Admiral Mello, with the insurgent cruiser 
Bfpublioa and three tronsporta of troopa, 
waa approaching Santos, co op;.ruting with 
an army that v;as marching on tho city. 
Tho naval and military forces ought to 
reaoh Suntos to day, ho eald, and 
proceed at once to the attack. 
The insurgent commander expects that 
Santos will surrender at onoe. Only the 
inaurjgents believe the reports of the coming 
attack on Santos.

^the profits on tho co-operative plan, was 
neld recently. Heretofore it has been a joy- 
ous oooBSiott. This time it was anything 
bat> joyous; :t It has been' Mr. Dolge's custom 
to invite his employes to a banquet after the 
annual inventory in January. The cost of 
theso banquets has usually been $500. This 
time, owing to the closing of the mills and 
the liard times that prevail in Dolgeville, 
Mr. Dolge decided 'instead of giving a ban- 
quet to present his check for $500 for the 
relief of any extreme distress that may exiat 
among tho families of his workmen.

BLACKMAILER HEEZ. 

He Is Frlntiug Volnuics of Important and 
Comiiramislni; Letters. 

Pabis, Feb. 1. — The Intransigeant say 
Dr. Herz is printing three volumes of letters 
received from prominent politicians in re 
gard to Panama canal affairs. It says eK 
Premier Dupuy ia iniplioatod, through haV' 
inn solicited favors for his colleagues. Herz 
is said to hold a largo number of checks 
from which the recipients of money can be 
identified. Some of tho documents are said 
to hove been sent to Chicago, whence they 
have baen returned. Rochefort is said to 
have aeon a telegram from Bourne- 
mouth from a representative of an 
Kogliah newspaper, stating that ho had 
arranged a compromise of the Reinach 
family's civil suit, which will bo dropped, if 
no exposure is made. The civil suit against 
Herz is brought by the liquidator of the 
estate of tho late Uaron Beinaoh, who com - 
mittcd suicide to eaoapo exposure. Tho 
lirjuidator claims that Herz obtained largo 
euma illegally from Reinaoh, and brings suit 
to recover. The hearing of the action 
against Dr. Herz before the civil tribunal 
was resumed to-day. The publio prosecu- 
tor gave bis opinion of the case, in whloh ho 
declared that the oourt would take no no- 
tice of threats and asked that it grant tho 
liquidator's claim and the olaim of the Pan- 
ama bondholders of 600,000 franca. The 
court postponed deoision.

Captnre of the Key to the Situation 
by the Brazilian Insnr- 
gents. 



The Latter Have Received Supplies 
aud Are Preparing to Laud 
Forces. 

LisiiOK, Fob. 2 — The British atoamer 
Tront,from Buenos Ayres viaRio,from which 
port she sailed January 11, haa arrived. 
Among her pasaengora waa Captain Wm. L. 
Lang, who is proceeding to Koglund on 
leave of absence. Captain Lang was tho 
Booior British naval ofiicer of Rio Janeiro, 
Ho was interviewed by the representative 
of the United Press, and baid that tho in- 
surgents have evidently money resources, 
while Peixoto's funds were low, Admiral 
da Gama, Captain Lang added, was the 
mainstay of the insurgents, lie was well 
bicUod by the navy and the sympathy which 
is oxpreasod on ahore. The insurgents cap- 
tured the islands of Conaeicao and Moncan- 
guo ou January 10 These positions, he 
added, commiinded Nictheroy, and should 
that place bo taken the insurrection would 
end, it being the key to the whole situation. 

The Brazilian government threatened to 
Eeiz3 the Trent on December 22, on the plea 
that she bad conveyed insurgent ollicers on 
a previous voyage. The British aloop-of- 
war Beagle prevented the seizure. Tho 
Trent brought advicea to tho effect that 
Capt. Meissner, who succeeded Capt. Cross- 
man as the commander of the recently pur- 
chased government veaaol America, has left 
tho vessel, aa has also the electrician who 
wont out on her from New York. 

A later Buenos Ayres dispatch confirms 
the report of the capture of tho town of 
Nictheroy, and adds that tho insurgonta 
now occupy a poaition from which they 
command Santa Cruz, the important fort at 
tho entrance of tho bay at Rio de Janeiro, 
The dispatch further says the insurgents are 
blockading Babla. It is stated in Buenoa 
Ayres that Da Oama has eight torpedo boats 
steaming about Bio bay. 

BuEKOs Aybbs, Feb. 2 —A dispatoh re- 
ceived here states that the Brazilian insur- 
gents have obtained a renewal of supplies. 
A brisk cannonade has occurred between 
tho insurgent squadron and the Government 
forta. The insurgent warships Almirantc, 
Tamandaro and Aquidaban oie alightly 
damaged. The insurgents, having received 
a supply of riflsa, are preparing to land part 
of tlieir forces.

MARINE NOTES. 

RohootiT Venture cleared ycatorday_ ab 
the Cuatonis house on her annual foiling 
cruise. She will not ro to tho Japan ooaat 
but with a crew of five whites and .sixteen 
Indiana, in charge of Capt: J: Mohrhouso, 
will hunt on thia aide. 

Captain 0. Uaatinga, of the steamer En- 
terprise, returned to Fort Townsend yester 
day to resume his command. la his absence 
Captain H. Ramwcll has had charge of the 
vessel; he has now qone to the marine hos 
pital at Townsend, having had his leg 
broken by a fall into the hold. 



- oisoo, This' work commenoed by Capt, 
Metcalfe, the United States a(;ent of 
Lloyds', was completed under the direction 
of M. Wann, marine engineer and surveyor, 
representing the London Salvage associa 
tion, who was dispatched from England for 
that purpose, On Monday the negotiations 
which had been in progreaa between the 
owners and Lloyds', as to the settlement of 
the insurance claim, were completed, and 
upon payment'of thoaumagreed uponbotween 
them the policies were cancelled and the 
ship passed again wholly into the hands uf 
the Canadian-Auatralian steamahip com 
pany. This brought Mr. Wann'a busineas 
to an end, and he sailed from San Francisco 
on the Puebla for Victoria, arriving yester- 
day morning. Hia visit to this city is made 
with the aole object of seeing an old ac- 
quaintoncc, in the person of A. H. Soaifo, 
tho well-known insurance man, who many 
years ago was associated with Mr. Wann in 
connection with Lloyds' agency at Constan- 
tinople. Ho will apond a few days here and 
then return to England. When he left San 
Frauciaoo there was no talk of sending the 
Miowera bore, and it was conaequently with 
some surprise that ho learned that 
sho ia now on hor way to this port, 
Mr. Wildridgo, of Wildridge & Sinclair, 
the consulting engineer of the steamahip 
company at Sydney, who was at Honolulu 
and San Franoisoo representing the owner's 
interests as distinct from those of tho in- 
surance companies, ia likely to come on the 
Miowera, as it is his intention to sail from 
liere on tho Arawa. James Huddart, tho 
managing owner of the line, ia now on hia 
way out from England, and will probably 
arrive over the C, P.K. in time to take pass- 
age by the same steamer. 

Mr. Wann states that he has no know- 
ledge as to the company's intentions in the 
matter of the repairs to the steamer. It was 
their desire originally that she should bo 
sent from Honolulu either to Sydney or to 
England, as they had it in contemplation, 
apart from the repairs made ' neces- 
' sary ' by the aooident, to make ' some 
strnptnral alterations so a^ to 
equip ' the vessel with oold storage 
obambers. It was on his advice thac she 
was taken to San Francisco, whero he had 
made preliminary arrangements for her 
'docking and repairs when paaaing through 
on his way to Honolnlu. Although her true 
bottom was not damaged, the injury to the 
outer plates or fulae bottom waa ao great 
that this will have to be almost entirely re- 
newed, and Mr, Wann states that thia 
would bo three months' job for a good 
shipyard in Eni;land, and tho lowest bid for 
the work made by San Francisco firma waa 
in the neighborhood of 5100,000, Tho new 
sternpoat, said a good while ago to bo on 
the way out from England, has not yet 
started, so that if as stated in a diepatch 
from San Francisco a few days ago, tho 
Miowera is merely to receive the stern post 
and then bo dispatched to England to bo 
lengthened and repaired, her detention hero 
is bonnd to bo at the least from six weeks to 
two months. 

HEAVY PASSENOEK TRAFFIC,

winter Fair opened that the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company's steamers have been 
taxed to their utmost capacity for accommo- 
dation.

THE " 1'OTTER's " EXPERIENCES. 

The San Fiunciaco Call, juat to hand, 
states that tho American siiip J. C. Potter, 
from Departure Buy with coal, arrived there 
on Monday, having sulfered severely from 
the effects of a southeast and a southwest 
gale, encountered on the IGtli, 17th and 18th 
of January off Cape Flattery. Tho gale waa 
accompanied by a very high sea, which on 
one oooasioa broke over the ship, flooding 
the cabin, forecastle and carpenter shop, 
Bmashlng and demoralizing things on deck 
generally and oruahing in the forward part 
of the deokhonsB. Several new sails were 
lost, being blown into shreds by the force of 
the ' storm. The damage to the Potter haa 
not yet been estimated by the skipper. Cap- 
tain Meyer, bat from all appearances it will 
require the outlay of several hundred dol- 
lars to make repairs. 

IN TUB PETBOLSXJM TRAni!, 

The Britiah steamer Bawnmore, Captain 
Woodsido, is expected to sail from San 
Francisco on Tuesday for Calluo, Peru, to 
load a cargo of petroleum for this port. 
Thia ia the firat tiitio oil was ever contracted 
for to bo brought there in bulk by steamer. 
The first two cargoes that tho Bawnmore 
will bring have been contracted for by tho 
San i Francisco Gas Company. Oil tanka 
and pumpa have lately been put in tho 
Bawnmore at the Union Iron Works. It ia 
expected tho etoamer will be able to make a 
round every sixty days.

.BIPLY 'TO MR. MAODONALD. 

To thk-Editor :-^Withont asking you to 
go BO far as to open your columns to a dis- 
cussion of the single tax, I trust you will 
not refuse me the privilege of replying to 
that part of the communication of Mr. W. J. 
Maodonald in Thursday's CoTMlSc, which 
refers directly to myself. Mr. Maodonald, 
in commouting on vrhat I was reported to 
have said in reference to the settlement of 
Ontario, Bays : "I think ho will find that 
very many of those people aeourod their 
holdinga Irom large land companies on tho 
inatalment plan, and fretjuontly receiving 
advancea in money to enable them to carry 
on clearing and cultivation, etc., etc." 
From this I infer that Mr, Maodonald aa- 
aumes that my knowledge of tho develop- 
ment of Ontario by ita pioneers comes from 
hearaay or history, and that a personal 
knowledge and investigation would correct 
my views. But I can aaaure that gentle- 
man that in this he ia miatuken, and that 
tho concluaions I have oome to are the 
result of personal observation and ex- 
perience. 

My grandfather, a century ago, with 
little capital other than the settlor's axe 
and musket and a bravo heart and strong 
arms to wield them, settled in tho unb'-oken 
wilderness about sixty miles west of Mon- 
treal and sixteen from the St, Lawrence, 
where ho lived for twenty years before o 
wheeled conveyance of any kind liud 
on his farm. For years he carried hie 
own back to and from the St. Lawrence bis 
produce and ita exchange, and lived to see 
in aucceaaiou the pack-ho"" roada, car- 
riagoa and comparative v-^alth, the rcauita 
not of tho use of car'"*! but of the lobora 
of himaelf and fello'V aottlers. My earliest 
recollections aro of pioneer life, of the huge 
fireplace with its " back log " and its bake 
pot, of the hum of my mother's and grand- 
mother's wheel as they converted flax 
and wool into thread and yarn, 
of the clack of the bond looms 
of tho hand-made axe and hoe, tho ox yoke, 
the rude plow with its wooden mould board 
and hand-made iron point, of the V shaped 
harrow and the tbreshing flail, of the incom- 
ing settlers from the " Old Country " who 
found shelter and sustenance in tho homes' 
of those who preceded them, till they got a 
start on lana of their own, to extend to 
others in their turn a like help and hospi- 
tality, of the fugitive slave who found ev- 
erywhere food, shelter, liberty and equality 
among those kings of the forest of my na- 
live land. 

But my knowledge of pioneer life is not 
confined to those early remembrances of 
childhood. While yet a boy I went with 
niy father five hundred miles farther west, 
to face anew, in the then remote wilds of 
tho " Huron Tract," the hardships and ditii- 
oultiea of pioneer life, on land, unfortu- 
nately, aeoured from the Canada " Land 
company on the instalment plan," land 
which the company obtained for a shilling 
and helped tho aettlera by letting them have 
it at five pounds per acre. lieforo I had 
reached tho ago of manhood I had done the 
heaviest part of the work of clearing a bush 
farm, only to see the effort end in failure, 
and the profits of my toil reaped by a land 
company who helped ?/ieHi<'7rt.s " on the 
instalment plan." The traveler, though 
ignorant of ita cause, may still note tho differ- 
ence between the company's aettlemonta, in 
tho heart of that fertile tract, and the aottle- 
menta on Government land, by which they are 
surrounded ; Government lauda were aold 
from one to two dollara per acre, and paid 
at tho Bottler's jonvenienco, (none were ever 
diapoaaeaaed) bearing six p-T cent, intereat. 
They wore, of course, all taken up before tho 
aettlement of the company's lands began, 
and preaent to thia day a striking controat 
of progress and prosperity to lands aul)jected 
to tho debt burdening curao of capital in- 
vested in acquiring tho ownership of land 
and not in asuiating labor in ita development, 
for I have yet to know of land companies in 
Ontario who "advanced money to uaaiat aot- 
tlers in clearing, cultivating, etc., etc." 

Disheartened and disgusted with thia ex- 
perience when I came to manage my own 
affairs, I turned my back on auch a pioneer 
life as I have described, and apprenticed 
myself to a trade, and now that I have 
come to the years of aerioua thinking and 
look back over it all, I am satisfied that I 
acted wisely. Yet, there is still in my 
heart tho hope that favorable conditions 
may come, and that I may spend tho declin- 
ing years of my life on a farm, even though 
it be as a pioneer, for I know by expe/ienco 
that in such u life is to bs found an inde- 
pendence, oomforb and happiness which 
city life and occupations know noth- 
ing of. While I deny that capital 
must firat put in an appearaQoe to give tho 
settlor work." (Where waa the capital to 
employ tho Pilgrim fathers who came on the 
" Mayllowor " V) I am not iunorant of tho 
advantages of capital in usxi.-ilimj tho pioneer 
in hia work. But capital einployed in buy- 
ing up tho land for the purpose of aecuring 
to itaelt the whole profita of hia labor doea 
not furnish him aasiatance, but hindrance. 

Now I can aasuro Mr, Maodonald that 
I am not one of those who, be- 
cause they do not own property, he 
thinka would escape tho weight 
of and instrument which " would crush " 
thoao wlio do, 1 do " own a home," tho re- 
sult of twenty-five years of honeat and man- 
ful toil and of tho self denial, economy and 
work of my faithful helpmeet, and that I 
did own a great deal more to looo it through 
tho operations of land speculators.

THJS WORKINOMAS'S FRIENDS. 

Who is the true friend of the workinRman ? 
a question to whioli many answers will be 
given. Is he the man who Bympithizes with 
the workingman in his endeavors to bettor 
his condition, who deals with him fairly, 
and even liberally, who appeals 
to his reason and his love of justice, and 
not to his prejudices and his anti- 
pathies, who does not flatter him, but 
who is npt afraid to tell him the pUin truth 
when occasion requires ; or is he the man 
who tries to make the workingman believe 
that the world ia in a conspiracy against 
who tries to convince him that he is 
down-trodden and abused, who is continual- 
ly campliBientiog him and who does his 
bfist to make him discontented with his 
lot and to distrust every one who 
does not belong to his own class? Wo are 
quite sure that the former, no matter what 
his position may be, whether workman or 
employer, whether a horny-handed son of 
toil, or a kid-gloved member of the leisure 
class, is the workiogman'a true friend. 

Wo believe that the members of the labor- 
ing cliSB are honeatly endeavoring to distin- 
guish their true from their false friends, and 
that many of them hava diaoerament enoagb 
to distinguish the one from cho other. 

The Times in its article on the -^^'^^s 
Meeting in the iMirket H.ill. triep to lead 
workingmen to believe t"*t ^.^o Premier 
and his Government are t-'^s enemies of 
workinixmen. V-^ "^y sensible working 
man see a r-'-tido of tense in that article 
from tb'- ^'^^^ word to the last 'i Is there 
^ ^Utence in it addressed to his 
.easott ? Is it not throughout a maes of 
unproved and unprovable aeaertions and un- 
founded suapicioua ? Such an article ia 
really an insult to the intelligence of the 
men whom it Vi'as v.ritteu to influence. The 
writer evidently believed that they wore 
full of prejudice and incapable of thinking. 

Those who road Mr. Divie'a speech, even 
as it is reported in the Times, will wonder 
how any one who had the least 
sease or any regard for truth could 
draw from it such conolusions as the 
Times by some extraordinary mental process 
arrived at. There is not a word in that 
speech which is inconaiatent with the Pre- 
mier's being the warmest and most judioious 
friend of the workingman. It does not con- 
tain a single slighting or reproaohful word 
directed (igainat him or his class, On the 
contrary th<i men are addressed in an earn- 
est and respectful manner, and told, 
what the Times must admit is 
the undeniable truth, about the relations 
that should subsist between capital and 
labor. Ho showed no preforonoo for " tho 
capitalists, the corporations, tho monopo- 
lists' inleroats." He desired, us every man 
in his position should desire, that juatioo bo 
done to all legitimate interests. We would 
like thoughtful workingmen to compare 
Mr. Davie's speech with the article 
on it in tho Times and wo believe 
that thoy will find no difficulty in seeing 
which ia the production of the true friend of 
tho laboring olaaa. Thoy will seo, too, 
from tho stylo and tone of both productions, 
that the Premier's respeob for the men he 
addressed is far greater than that which the 
Ximea has for its readers. 



OETTJNQ TIRED. 



It is evident that the fear that the British 
can be induced to invest money enough in 
tho Nicaragua Canal enterprise to enable 
the company to carry it out to completion, 
is not merely imaginary or conjured up for 
the occasion. The patience of the Presi- 
dent of l<(ioarBgaa has been sorely tried by 
American politicans and American lobby- 
ists, and lie ia showing signs that he has 
made up his mind to look elsewhere for the 
help ho needs. This is what the San Tran- 
cisoo Gall says about the feeling and the in- 
tention of tho President : 

Tho President of Nicaragua is reported 
as becoming impatient over tho delay of 
Americans in constructing the canal. He 
Bays that he will give Amerloanf r tho pref- 



erence, but that proposals will be consid- 
ered from other nations if Americana can- 
not handle the job. Tho impatience of 
tho President of Nicaragua is not «ar- 
prising. So far the United States has 
made a sad mess of an enterprise individual 
Americans might have conducted with their 
private fortunes. It is now eight years since 
President Cleveland withdrew from the Sen- 
ate a treaty which, if ratified, would have 
opened u way to an early completion of tho 
canal, and nothing but talk has been done 
since, Tho President bus now a chance to 
redeem himself in tho eyes of tho people. 
The bill reported from tho Committee on 
Foreign relations may be labeled as a Uonio- 
cratio meisuro. Tho label will not hurt it 
if the Democratic administration will take 
hold of it in good earnest. But the Nica- 
ragua President should not let the idea get 
into his head that tho best route for a canal 
between tho Atlantic and Pacific is open to 
tho highest bidder. Tho Monroe doctrine 
will live after both tho President of Nica- 
ragua, and the President of the (Juitod 
States are dead. 

Tha threat contained in the last two son- 
tonces of thu paragraph ia a senaoless one. 
The Americans cannot expect, by hifalutin 
talk about the " Monroe Doctrine," to deter 
other nations from undertaking to construct 
the Nicaragua Canal. If tho Groat Repub- 
lic takes tho dog-in-tho-mungor attitude 
with regard to that canal, it cannot expect 
to retain tho respect of I lie world or to pre- 
vent tho subjects of any of the great nations 
undertaking the work. It would, perhaps, 
be difiicult for the Call to show what the 
Monroo Doctrine has to do with the oomplo' 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal, which is a 
purely commeroial enterprise. 

BRAZIL. 

Tho news from lirazil has lately become 
clear and definite. The insurgents have be 
come somewhat bold of late, and they have 
not scrupled to annoy tho foreign shipping 
in tho harbor of Rio Janeiro. Tho Amori 
can Admiral, Bonham, believing that he had 
been sent to Brazil to protect American 
property, interfered on behalf of the threat 
cned American merchantmen, Uo escorted 
American ships to the dock, showing Ht the 
same time that if they were interfered with 
by any of tho rebel men-of-war ho was ready 
to fight for their protection. The demon 
stration had tho c (Toot intended. The ships 
wore not molested. 

Admiral Benham's action has met with 
universal approval, and bis example will no 
doubt be followed by the naval o(fi 
cars of other nations. It must be 
remembered that the Brazilian 
surgents are not entitled to the rights of 
belligoronta. They are, in fact, entitled to 
no moro consideration from outsiders than 
any crowd that cndeovora by force to pre 
vent people doing their business peaceably. 
Rio Janeiro is not a blockaded port. Ad' 
miral Mello cannot establith a blockade. 
When his ships interforo with commerce 
and try to injure veaaols of tho United 
States, or any other nation, their acts an 
neither more Bor less than 
ical, and if they ar- treated 
as pirates by foreigp naval officers, 
thoy have no rlph* complain. Admiral 
Mello in rai-^S '■he standard of rebellion 
bcfere '° " position to contend on 

oonip^hing like equal terms with tho Gov 
oroment, even if his cause was good, did 
something which good citizens and reason 
ablo men everywhere condemn. They hold 
that to incite men to rebel when there ia no 
reasonable chance of success, is a grievous 
crime deserving of tho most severe punish 
ment. And this it can easily be seen is the 
right view. For no one is jnstified is 
putting tho lives of his fellow citizens in 
jeopardy, loading them into trouble, and 
Lauaiug them to make great sacrifices tor 
no definite purpose and with no prospect of 
benefit to thomsolves. So far, the rebellion 
has been productive of nothing but trouble 
and loss to all ooncerned. The latest telo 
grams inform us that the Insurgents have 
gained an advantage, but is impossible to 
say how much or how little truth there is in 
tho report. Up to tho present dote, tho 
news of the movements of tho oontoatants 
in Brazil has been a mass of confusion, 
which no one who desires to form an intelli- 
gent opinion on the progress of tho , wur 
thinks of relying upon. 



UNPLEASANTLY SITUATED. 

Tho Khedive's position is very far from 
being a pleasant one. Ho is nominally tho 
ruler of Egypt, but ho poEsesaea no real au- 
thority. Ho must do aa ho ia tolil, and if ho 
ventures upon independent action ho is im- 
mediately snubbed and required to retract 
what he had said, or to undo what he bad 
done. He is not, like constitutional sever- 
oigDS, required to aot according to the ad- 
vice of his own countrymen, whom his sub- 
jects have placed around him to guide hia 
steps aright. The men who dictate to 
tho Khedive are foreigners who bavo 
undertaken to manage the affairs of the 
country after it had been shown only too 
clearly that tho Egyptians wore not able to 
manage them creditably themselves. Tho 
young Khedive does not appear to romom- 
bor that tho English have occupied Egypt 
for Egypt's good, and that sinco they have 
Msnmed control they have made it a coun- 
try worth ruling over. 

It is to be feared that if tho Egyptians 
attempted to govern the country they 
would soon get it into difficulties again, and 
that tho condition of its inhabitants would, 
before long, be as bad as ever it was. Th's 
is obiefly why the oooupation of Egypt by 
the British is cheerfully acquiesced in by all 
the European powers qxoept Prance. 
Franco is jealous of England's influence in 
that country, and it is said that 
its agents are, in a quiot way, try- 
ing to make mischief between tho Khedive 
and the British Minister, Lord Cromer, 
It was said that ' a Frenchman was nt the 
bottom of the diflionlty between tho Kho- 
dive and Lord Cromer some timo ago. His 
Highness undertook, without consulting the 
British Agent, to dismiss his Prime Min- 
ister, who was ill at the time, and to appoint 
his sneoeBBor, wm fearef that the oqn- 



eequences of this assertion of independence 
on the part of the Khedive would bo serious. 
But they were not. Lord Cramer found 
moBDS to convince tho young man that ho 
had made a mistake. The new Minister 
was dismissed and. one- approved, by Liord 
Cromer appointed in his place. After this 
matters in Egypt went on smoothly until 
tho ether day, when the Khedive mads 
some remarks on tho drill of tho native 
army, under British oliioore, that 
were not a\ all complimentary. The Egyp- 
tian Seocetturxat War, an Englishoffiaer,took 
olfsnso at the Khedive's uncomplimentary 
comments. Lord Oromcr interviewed Hia 
nighuesa on tho uubjtot, and what ho said 
b'td such an effect tlut an apology was 
oiTered to Mr, Kitchener, and a fornal re- 
traction of the oifonslve strictures was 
made. The unpleasantness , iu Egypt 
created some stir among the qtidnuncs, 
and serious consequences were ptecli3tod. 
But none followed. The European Powers 
appeared rathor amused at tho rumpus in 
Egypt, and no one seems to have had tke 
least sympathy with the Khedive. Tht 
general opinion appears to be that he richly 
deserved the snubbing ho received. In this 
Franco was no exception. It may be that 
the Klicdivo in timo will come to know hia 
place, and that he v/il! not attempt to pasa 
beyond the limit marked out for him. 

VAIN REGRETS. 

Some of the Americon popers oppear to 
think that the Bohring Sea award ia not so 
favorable to the United States aa it ap- 
peared to bo at first sight. Thoy fear that 
it will bo no easy mattur to guard the seal 
herd during the o'oao season, and that 
whether patrolling the waters of the north- 
ern Pacific ia cfT-jclivo or not, it will be very 
expensive. Thoy assort that Groat Britain 
is bound by tho eame award to aid in pre- 
serving tho seala from Jeatruction, but tliey 
fear that ahe will bo in uo hurry to engage 
in tho .work or very zealous when 
she does begin. There was talk, too, 
that for want of the consent and 
co operation of other countries, the aouls 
could not bo preserved from extermination. 
It ia, however, now said that Russia and 
Japan will work with tho United States in 
keeping scalers cut of tho waters frcquen''^ 
by the seals in the close season. .^^ 
dent that some, at least, of -•'r neighbors 
believe that tho worn of ^u^rding tho seal 
herd will be both noublesomo und costly, 
and thoy regret ■ihat the United States did 
not iusiat upon its claim to the ownership of 
tho seala, no matter what might bo said 
against it. The fact that »uoh a claim is 
contrary to international law does not ap- 
pear to bo worthy of serious con- 
sideration by the American acribea. 
They ovi''<"-»tly think that when the 
ln^v n opposed tu any claim which tho 
United States sees fit to make, the law must 
be forced to give way and not the State^. 
This is what the San Francisco Call says 
about that plmso of the sealing (|ueation : 

But it is to l;o regretttd thot lhc(5ourtdid 
not vtiituro l.-; tulio ih-.'. short i-.nd aeuaible 
course of diiclnring ili.-, Prilnlotr i-eu herd the 
praperiy of tho Uuilecl S:iiti:o, thit the 
United Statun Ciovenunont, could foUov,' and 
protect it in ihe ooutBe ot ita annual migra- 
tion. Tho aliock tu precedent would h<ive 
been no gri-.iter than that of the Judge who 
first had the ctnirugt; to dftide thai, beta are 
property v.'holher on or i IT llicir owner/ 
grounds. But Iht, United .Sfuua muat make 
the best of tliu (Uciiiiun au it htands, and 
there should bo no lai.'U of cntrcy in using 
the full powers given to protec!, the lierd. 
The seal herd in good condition ia iinrth 
near a million dollars a year to San Frau 
Cisco, and nearly aa much more to the Fed 
oral treasury. A few years of freedom 
from slaughter by the pirAtes will restore it 
to ita former otrengih. 

It does not aeem to renur to our contem 
porary that the arbitrators were baund to 
decide tho question according to the prin- 
ciples of the law of nationa. It is evidently 
of opinion that a little thing like that ought 
not to havo stood in tho way of their decid 
ing in favor of tho United States. ' Then 
again, the uso of the word "pirates" in this 
connection is neither good logic, good sense, 
nor good English. It has been decided by 
tho highest tribunal that has yet adjudi 
cated upon the seal question, that seala are 
fcnr nalnrw, and that on the high seas they 
are the property of any one who cun kill or 
capture tlu-m. This ilrciaion dcclnrsa scal- 
ing to ho a lawful buaincaa, and makes it as 
reasonable to say that the men who catch 
codfish or mackerel on the high sea are 
pirates as to apply that opprobrioua epithet 
to tho huntrra of iho seal in the North 
Pacific ocean and Bohring aoa.

When he called on hia house 
back from tho atoamer, he was reproved by 
Osawa about which ho had done, and only 
pushed out of his house being obey to not 
hia refuse for his visit. Osawa says ' I will 
deny hia visit to my house any more as ho 
acts so wrong, all times taking so much oom- 
mission by new comers from Japan."

Charlca F. Law, who waa commissioner 
in charge of the British Columbia exhibit at 
tho World'o Fair in Chicago, arrived hero 
yesterday and will remain until he has com- 
pleted his report to the Government. He ia 
staying at the Hotel Victoria, Mr. Law 
haa been to England since tho close of tho 
Fair, and after stopping at Chicago on tho 
way back ho proceeded to San Franciaco 
to have a look at tho Midwinter Fair there 
beforo coming on to Victoria. He does not 
think tho province has suiTared any loss 
through not sending its Chicago exhibit to 
San Francisco. 

"It was determined," ho said to the 
Colonist last evening, " to send aome of 
the ohoicest of the British Columbia ex- 
hibits from Chicago to the Imperial Insti- 
tute in London, to complete the provinoial 
collection there, but the great mass wero 
turned over to the Dominion government, 
who have undertaken to show them 
at Antwerp next year, free of all 
expense to the province. The same ofTer 
was made to the other provinces. It is un- 
derstood, however, thot tho British Colum- 
bia exhibit will bo given provincial promin- 
ence, and when put together in the court 
to bo set apart for the purpose at Antwerp 
it will make a highly creditable appearance. 
The exposition there, which will open on tho 
1st of May, will bo a very important affair, 
second only to that held in Paris, and Great 
Britain ia taking the liveliest interest in it. 
I notice tliat an effort was made to have tho 
exhibita sent from Chicago to San Francisco, 
but though thia might have been done it 
would have been inipoaaiblo to send them 
there and to Antwerp too, and in my opin- 
ion there ia no comparison aa to the advan- 
tages derivable, the government doing far 
hotter by sending them to Antwerp, apart 
from tho fact that thia involves no expense 
whatever on the part of tho provinco. 

"Leaving a good man in charge of tho 
packing for tho luatituto, 1 went to London 
in onnoction with some private buainoes. 
While there the Agent General aakeil nie to 
re-arrange tho exhibita already iit the Insti- 
tute, to see what could be done tou iu'ds 
changing tho position of the exhibit and to 
outline a plan for tho installation of the 
specimens already there and those to arrive 
from Chicago. The exhibit had been boat- 
ed in a dark, out-of-the-way place, where it 
could not attract much attention or no seen 
to any advantage. I consulted with tho 
directors of tho Institute., and was success- 
ful in having it arranged that we should 
have a moat desirable apace in the gallery 
above tho South African court, and all our 
exhibita will be moved there. The space had 
been apeoially reserved lest it might be re- 
quired for some very particular purpose, 
and we wero fortunate in tecuring it. 
It is splendidly lighted, and tho wide atair- 
cases approaching it will bo lined with the 
pictures of British Columbia scenery 
which adorned the Canadian pavilion 
at Chicago, so that the attention of visitors 
will be attracted and they will ho led to it. 
The British Columbia exhibit will bo apart 
from that of all the other provinces, and 
will be quite equal to those of all the rest 
put together. It ia a matter of comment 
there that this Province appears to have 
taken more interest in the matter than any 
of the others. The Canadian exhibit aa a 
whole docs not compare with those of the 
other colonies, and it haa the worst possible 
location, 

British Columbia should see to it that 
tho provinco is kept well represented, in the 
woy of literature and otherwise, ot tho Im- 
perial Institute, interest iu which ia in- 
creasing nil the time. It ia beginning to ba 
looked upon aa the place to go to bo equipped 
with information of all kinds about 
tho colonies. 1 found in London a 
great deal of inquiry about British Colum- 
bio, and especially about its mineral 
resources. One thing which would ho very 
useful would be the compilation of all the 
geological survey work relating to tho Pro- 
vinco into one volume for circulation in 
Great Britain. Thnro should also bo un 
annual atats inent of tho work done in tho 
mlnoB, and tho reault in dovelopn.ont and 
output, fo that tho proapeotive investor 
could see at a glaccs what he might expect 
from this Province. There ia not a public 
library nor a firm of inveatora throughout 
tho whole country but would give aucb 
booka a prominent plooe, so that they could 
be readily consulted. Of course, thoy 
would have to come from government sources 
to Inspire the greatest confidence in th« 
reliability of tho statements made, liliero 
is an immense amount of money in England 
looking for inveatment, and I think this 
province would furnish them with a new 
field just such as they want. 

" I left England on the 3rd of January 
and proceeded direct to Chicago, and there 
gatheredtup the data required for making 
up the ofBolal report which I have come 
hero to prepare and present." 

'I'm; Whatcom corroBiiondent of tho P. I. 
writes hia paper aa follows iu regard to tlie

Close of the Excitipa; Debate ou the 
. WiUoQ Ameadment 
Bill. 



Bemarks of Messrs. Reed, Criap and 
Wilson— Deeply Interested 
Auditors. 



Washington City, Feb. 2.— The oruah in 
the lobby leading to the upper gallerieB of th<s 
Eoase yeaterday exceeded anything in the 

rscolleotion of the Capitol police. Men and 
women struggled and fought for positions 
. which would lead to the fjullories. Women 
beootning frightened cried to get out of the 
tangled maaa of humanity. The elevators 
carried up loads only to find an impassable 
'barrier at the upper doors, so that the loads 
had to bo carried down. One woman io an 
eleviitor, finding that she could not got out, 
and that the elevator hung at the top unable 
to discharge its burden, nobbed hysterically 
and fainted. A large man fought desperately 
ac the upper middle door of the gallery for 
admission, and, failing to make any head 
way, jumped on the hacks of the crowd 
and scram'blod over their haads, crushing 
hats and smashing ho»da until ho landoil 
within the walla of the chamber. The olS 
cers were powerless to keep the crowd in 
subjection. The sorgeant-at arma of the 
House telephoned to city police headquarters 
■for a detail of men, and a lieutenant and 
squad of polioemou were sent to the Houao 
guilt ries to assist the regular capitol police 
in preventing a panic. By the time of thoir 
arrival the eKcitemont had jubaided some 
what, many having fought their way inaide, 
while others, frightened by the confusion, 
wore glad to make their escape. No one 
was injured. 

Mr. Reed aroae from the Republican side 
amid wild cheering and hand-clapping in 
the galleriea and huz/.aa from his friends 
When quiet was finiilly restored, with hia 
back to his friends and hia face to his foes, 
ho began hia address by saying the bill was 
odious to both sides of the House. It meota 
with favor nowhere and oommandB the re- 
spect of neither p^rty. On this side wo ho 
lievo that while it pretends to be for protec 
tion it docs not afford it, and on the other 
aide they believe that while it looks Coward 
free trade it does not accompliah it. Those 
who will vote againafc this bill will do so 
bec.iuae it opens our markets to the destruc 
tive ootnpetibion of foreigners; those who 
will vote for it will do. so with the reaervu- 
tloa that they will instantly demote them- 
selves, to a new crusade against whatever 
barriers are loft, Tiie argument that the 
bill should be passed to put an end to doubt, 
which is worse than any bill oan be, waa 
apeciouR and insidiotts, as were the bill 
passed by both branches to day, uncertainty 
would reign just the same. Arguing at 
length on the benefits of the tarift from the 
atanflard of wages for tho American laborer 
and for. the American farmer, he said : " I 
am amazed to find how little tho exiimples of 
England teach. Engliinri, when she became 
Free Trade was a workahop, wherein was 
manufactured the raw material of tho rest 
of the world. Her coal and iron and the 
Invention of the steam engine bad developed 
her manufactures so out of proportion to 
the wages of the workman that she must 
hftve A larger market. At that time the 
only idea oi a larger market was one that 
had more oonaumers. The notion that the 
market could be enlarged by those who 
were already conEumers had not entered 
into the popular thouglit, yet her workmen 
were olamouring for more pay. Tariff had 
really oeaaed to bo protection except on 
com, nor on that in any trae protective 
seme. It was only a tax like 
that on sugar. I oonfesa to you 
that thequestlon of wages ia to me the vital 
question. To insure our growth in civiliza- 
tion and wealth we must not only huvu 
wages as high as they are now, but con- 
stantly and steadily increasing. The pro- 
greaa of this nation ia dependent upon the 
progroBS of all. Why did the working peo- 
ple of California object to the Chinese ? 
Because they knew that if they swarmed 
there in sufficient numbers tho Uw of wages 
would make our own wiiges impossible. Men 
in America demand higher wages because 
their surroundings turn what uaed to bo 
luxuries into neceesitiee. 

" On the question of the conalitutionality 
of the tariff taxation I shall apond no time, 
There is still another argument, which I 
desire to present out of the large number 
yet nnuaed. What baa made England rich 
It is the immense profits which come of con 
verting raw material into manufactured 
goods. So long as she oan persuade the 
■rest of the world to engage in the work 
which is the least profitable and leave her 
the most enriching, ahe can well bo content 
ed. We are the only rival that England 
fears, for we alone have in our borders 
the population, the wages and the raw 
material, and within ourselves tho great 
market which insures to us the moat im- 
proved machinery. Our oonstant power to 
increase onr wages inaurea ua also* continued 
progress. If you wish to follow tho examplo 
of England, I say yes, with all my heart, but 
her real example and nothing leas. Let ua 
keep Protection as aho did until no rivul 
durcs to invade our territory, and then we 
will take our chancea for the future, which 
by that time will not bo unknown." 

Mr. Crisp at first apoke with lieaitation, 
but aa he proceeded his words came in a 
perfect torrent. He declared that while the 
protective Bystem wua built up osteuHibly 
for tho benefit of lubTr, it waa actually for 
the benefit of tlie manufacturing cla-^aeH, 
pointing out that the wagea of hborera in 
protected induatrina wont down, whilo tlioao 
in unprotected onea went up aa a reault of 
the McKinley act. He referred to the arti- 
ficial condition produced by protection, 
which was a Chinese wall, not only shut- 
ting out the world, but shutting in tho 
United .States. Mr. Crisp declared that 
' thirty years of protection « ere \ 
period of unrest, during which tho 
masses had conatuntly rebelled iigainat 
' burdensomo taxation. They had alwaya 
been stilled at the polls by Republi- 
can promises to reduce the tariff, but when 
elected the Republicans surrendered thoni- 
selves body and soul to the manufacturers. 
He pointed to tho Chinese aa an examplo of 
' protective policy for hundreds of years, 
Mr. Crisp aaid that for twenty-five yeara 
tho Democratio party had been trying to 
get into power. It had told the people that, 
if ^ivon power, it would reduce the burden 
of taxation, and this tariff was a redemption 
ot that promise. It was not a perfeot bill, 
but' was a step in tho right direction. Re- 
ferring to the various features of the bill, he 
'epoke of ^ho income tax, which waa greeted 
by vociferous applause by tho advocates of 
that measure. Criap closed with un elo- 
quent appeal to hia Democratio associates to 
waive minor objections and look at tho great 
Democratio principle involved. 

He went on to say : "Wo reproach tho 
Republican party with ita profession of 
friendship for tlie laboring man, when at 
the same time it has never enacted any 
legislation which has really given him che 
advantngesifc profeaied to deaire to give 



him. Bat, Mr, Speaker, thato ia one olasa 
of pjople who are prevoiited from oomiog 
freely into this country — the Chinese. The 
Chinese come here from ^ country, whore 
tho doctrine s-nd the practice of protection 
have existed for thdosanda and thousands 
of years, Tho soil of Chipa ia fertile, its 
climate is delightful, it has tho oldest 
known civilization. Tho rulers of th*t 
country have built a wall arouod it, and tho 
people have traded vyith themaelvea 
and excluded the outside world, and the 
result ia tho collection of o olusa of work- 
men who are so reduced in tho sc^le of 
civilization that the American people ab- 
solutely forbid them to set their foot upon 
our ahores. If tho American workingnian 
wants to aee a typo of what tlio Repub- 
lican doctrino of high proteotivo tariff car- 
ried to ita logical reiult will produce, vvo 
point to the Chinese who have thousands 
and thousands of ye&ra of experience in 
trying to gen rich by trudiog exclusively 
with themselves. \Ve have not done IQ 
this Bill all that wo should, but it is a sten 
in the right direction, and if we aro not 
mistaken, when this Btep is taken, 
some of theao maoufaeturers, who arc 
npw standing boldly in the wuy of re. 
form will be in tba foremost of thoso 
who want to enlarge »tid extend tho 
commerce and production of the United 
States. Let us stand togother ; lot ua pafit 
this bill ; let us redeem ttiis pledge as wo 
will redeem every other pledge wo havo 
made to the people and if my friends, Wo 
can crystalise this bill into a law, all over 
the country, in tlie ilom«8 of farmers aod 
wage earnera, and every industry, there will 
bo rejoicing that they are able to buy with 
their earnings -Di.ore of ttii^t which ia aeocs- 
sary to saiteliTlifei'tbtrit tbey hckva been re- 
lieved of'icme'b'ntdeua wtilbb anjcist U%n- 
tion has placed .Upon, them* .And. you will 
also have the ooinftirt «{>d ooniolatioa of 
knowing that in paasing this bill you encour- 
age agriculture, aid maoafactarea, revive 
commerce, aad promote the general welfare 
and prosperity of ail claasea of our people." 
(A.pplauBe.) 

Mr. Wilaon received a grand ovation 
when ho began the final ivrguniont in sup- 
port of tho Tariff bill. Iti tho course of bis 
speech he said : "I vvish to rerrind tho gen- 
ii., man from Maine that we hovo growo 
greater and have prospered and havo in- 
creased in numbers, uod have inoreaaed in 
wealth, not because of protection, \'ou 
may frame MoKinlcy laws and in the pro. 
gross of humanity they will he trampled un- 
der foot. Vuu cannot muzzilo scionco, or 
baniah art. You nmy place tariff burdens 
on every industry of tho count ry and still 
enterprise will preserve und prevail over 
them. Men will aeck in nil poaaiblo ways to 
better their condition and to advance their 
own personal welfare, and in that cU'ort all 
men will advance. 

" But I will tell you what your tariff lawa 
are doing, and what your tarilT luws have 
done. You cannot prevent the accumula- 
tion jf wealth in this country, but you can 
take that wealth from the men who made 
it and bestow it on some tnen who did not 
make it. You cannot deal out prosperity 
to all tho people, but you can deal ont 
wealth to a part of them, and poverty to all 
the rest. Mr. Reed, in hia report, and 
again in hia speech to-day, has praised the 
operation of the protective system becauso 
it gives quite an extensive distribution of 
the benetits which it brings. KeW York is 
a lesson in the last census of the (Jnitvd 
States which calls upon every citizen to 
pause and ponder aS to whether this Is a 
time of growing prosperity or a time of do- 
cadence. It appears by the last oeasus 
that of alt the meO occupying fatma in 
the country to-day one-third are ten- 
ants, living on farms ovtroed by others, 
and that of all the people ocoapying homea, 
other than faniis, two-thirds live in rented 
houeeu. If that is the kind of general pros- 
perity, if that is the proof of dilFuaed wel- 
fare, then the protective system is entitled 
to the credit of it because I believe that it; 
ia, in a largejmeasure, due to that; syateni. 
The Democratic p^r'y is courngroualy and 
honestly moving in its liyht to-day lor tariff 
reform, Whenever that party and whenever 
the members of it are able to cut loose from 
local and eeltiah iiitereats and to keep the 
general welfare alone in their eyes, we ah«U 
reach that goal of perfect freeaom and will 
bring to the people of this country that 
prosperity whicji no other people in the 
world has ever enjoyed, 

"If my time pormittcd, I would like to 
take up some of the arguments against 
the bill among my Democratic friends 
The first argument is that this bill will 
create a deficit and therefore ought nob to 
ba passed. In the nam« of common sense, 
how could you ever pass a tariff reform bill 
if you did not reduce the taxes under the 
existing laws tlwt you seek to reforni ? 
Havo gentleman for(;otten that there may 
l;e a ayateiu of taritT tu^+tion under which 
tho government receivcfi little uii J tho pro- 
tected indu.stricB recsjivo much ; and that 
there may be a lower system of tariff taXi- 
tion under which the government receives a 
great do.d and tho proteote J induatrieg re- 
ceive hut little, 

" Tho next argnnnent >vhich my friends on 
this side aro using among themselves against 
the bill, or to hesitate, at least, in voting 
for tho bill, ia that tho income tux haa been 
added to it, I need tiot gay to my brethren 
on this side that I did not coacur in the 
policy of attaching the iuconio tax meastire 
to the pending bill. I h»d some doubte as 
to the expediency of adding the inoooie tax 
measure to the pending bilL But when the 
committee decided otbtrwise, I threw tny 
fortune, loyally and «araeatly, with the 
amendment, because T btve never been hos- 
tile to the idea of ao inoume tax, Mr. John 
Sherman has been quoted as saying that an 
income tax is olasa taxation. Icia nothing 
of the kind. It ia simply, (as tho gcntlcrrian 
from Georgia, Mr. Crisp, declared) an elTort, 
an honest effort, to balance tho weight of 
taxation in this country. During the fitly 
yeara of ita exiaience in Kogland it liasbtiou 
tho atronueat force there jn v^iping outdasa 
diatinotiona. I agreo with tno gentleman 
from Maine (Mr. Rood) that tho qnoationof 
general welfare, and the (| ueation of tho gen- 
eral vvugCH of workingnieu arc, after all, the 
vital (lueationa in this coiitrovoray. M'q 
are trying an experiment, whether, in (lod'n 
name, wo can eatublish a country where 
every man born in it will be born with the 
poaaibility that ho can ruiao himself to a de- 
gree of ease and comfort, and not be com- 
pelled to live a life a life tif degrading toil 
for the mere necessities of oxiateDoe. 

' And now, one word more. We are 
about to vote on thi« question. If I knuw 
that when that roll is Qi>lled every Borno- 
cratic name woijd respotJd in tho spirit of 
that larger patriotism which I havo tried to 
suggest, I would be proud and lij;ht iicnrted 
to-day. I want to say to my brethren vvho 
are doubting as to what they shall do that 
the roll cUl will, not only be put on the 
journal of the 'House, but it will bo en- 
tered on the history of this country, and 
it will bo entered in tho annals of free- 
doom. Tho man who had tho opportunity 
to sign tho Declaration of Indepondenoe 
and refused or ncgleoted beoauao tiioro 
was something in it Which they did not like 
— I thank Cod there wero no such men— hut 
if there were, what would be thoir standing 
in history to-day, if on the battle fields at 
Lexington, and IJunlier Hill, thoro hadbecn 
men who became dUsatisQed, wanted this 
thing and that thiDgt and threw away their

Bratlatreet's ^^'t■t'kly Review— Henry 
Clew's Circular— Loiidou Interest 
in "Americans." 

Nkw Youk, Feb. 2. — Oa the pasaago of 
the Wilaon tarilF bill an ollort was made to 
break American sugar. It was partially 
saooeMfttl at the opening, when the price 
was momentarily depresaed to 76. The de- 
cline brought in sapporting orders however, 
and the price steadily mounted to 79. Dis- 
tilling and Oittle feeding, according to the 
wiseuorea of tlio Exchange, should have been 
a sale on account of the legislation just 
passed upon by Congreasj but in 
this oaae, as in augar, these predic- 
tions were not iulfiUed. The stock ranged 
between 27g and 276 throughout the day. 
Cfaioago Om was in demand throughout, 
and advanced to 65|. The annual re- 
portvthat.ig to be given.shortly will make a 
remarkable shewing, the friends of the 
stook'say^ Weitera CTaion was also promin- 
ent.in point of aotivity, and lost g per cent, 
for tbe day, dosing at 84. The old story 
about inside selling and losses to follow, on 
acconnt of the expiration of the telephone 
patents were revived. Delaware & Badson 
made a further gain to 138, and Manliattan 
rose U to 123.1. So f ar as the goneralmarket 
is conoerned, it can be said that sabsoriptlons 
for the now Government loan did not come 
up to the expectations of the " balls," and 
therefore they were not disposed to enter 
into now enf^agementa.

Bradstreot's to-morrow will say : The 
auooess of the Government bond isauo is ro- 
garde.d'With qualified satisfaction, but the 
effeot on either speculation or investment is 
merely ssntimentaL The market is still 
{alllog in view of tb« ancertainty about fin- 
anoiaf and tariff legislation, though values 
are apparently sustained by a feeling tliat 
the depression has run its course and that an 
improvement in business and railroad afTairs 
will soon develops. In industrial lines the 
number of establishments re-opening is more 
than ton to one of the number reported as 
shutting down. In fact there is reason to 
believe that hundreds of industrial estab- 
lishmenla have begun work within a week 
or two, although not on full time in all 
cases, of which no special mention has been 
made. The bank clearings at 08 cities, in 
January, aggregated .'$429,000,000, one- 
fifth of one per cent, more than in Decem- 
ber, 181)3, and 20 per cent, more 
than in Septomlior of that year, in whicli 
month ulearluga touched low water mark. 
[The week's export of wheat, both ooaata of 
tho United Stutea and Canada, flour includ- 
ed us wheat, aggregate 2,083,000 bushels, 
compared with about 3,000,000 bushels last 
week, 3,133,000 bushels a year ago, and 
4,740,000 bushels in tho same week two 
years ago. Some gaina in tho distribution 
in staple linea are reported ot St, Paul, 
Minneapolis and Duluth, travelers from 
•which centres are on the road ; 
but the opening of spring trodo at 
all of theae points is aa yet not satis- 
factory. General trade ia quiet through- 
out the Dominion of Canada, Toronto 
.advices are that tho predicted changes in the 
iron.and hardware tariff have an unsettling 
effeotw 

In hie New York circular dated January 
•27, Henry Clews says : "Tho Wall street 
markets ahiow little ohant^e from their late 
features. Transaotlons are light and, the 
speculative movement is narrow ; but the 
.undertone of prices remains firm. , When 
prices yield, there are few aellert; npr do 
advances bring out any important amounts 
of stock. In brief, holders are not sellers 
at present ipriees, and appear to-be eatiafiod 
-to hold on until conditions favor higher 
■values. Tho feeling is very general that 
tho depression of business has passed its 
^iUmax, and the prevailing symptoms show 
that, both in the industries and in trade, 
the process of recovery has distinctly set in 

" This turn of the tide is moat conspicu 
oua in the Northwest and Southwest. In 
those aeotions, the inersantile interests ibow 



a distinct improvement, which expresses it- 
self in the markets of this city in an in- 
creased number of buyers, as well «b in an 
ability to buy larger parcels, and in belter 
collections and fewer requests for exten- 
sion of payments. Unfortunately, on _ ar- 
riving here, those interior buyers. find still a 
discouraged feeling, much complaint ond a 
lack of tirmnesa in prices notwithstanding 
tho extraordiuary lowneaa of the atooka 
of gooda ; and under thoao cir- 
matancea they deem it prudent to 
buy Icsa thin they really want, with 
consciiUL'ut discouragement to our local 
merchants. A few days ngo, a aeriea of 
ooncosaious wore made in staple cotton 
goods, which, instead of encouraging aales, 
have frightened buyera and produced a 
general check on buaineaa in that branch of 
trade. It would aeeni aa though manufac- 
turers and commission nierohanta havo 
allowed their feara at tho elTeots of tariff 
changee to got the better of their sober 
judgment, with the result of their overlook- 
ing tho favorable points in the situation and 
placing themaolvea at tho mercy nf cua- 
tomera, who, under such circumatuncej, buy 
muoh loss than they really want. And 
yet the fact that the long idle fuctoriea 
•re ao generally resuming work implies 
that manufacturers are avyare of tho ex- 
hausted state of stocka and bolievo that 
the markets are prepared to take a fair 
amount of gooda. As thia city is tho head- 
quarters for manufacturers aa well aa for 
distributors, it is not surprising that the 
dispirited feeling among the former should 
find expression here more than elsewhere ; 
and a little more experience ia likely to 
convince pro.duoers that it does not pay to 
infect their customers with their own mia- 
givinge. When that point is reached, thoro 
is likely to be a marked change from the 
feeling and the volume of trade which exist 
at the moment. 

" Mr. Philip D. Armour is quoted as say- 
ing — ' It ia time to begin to hodgo on bear 
views. Trade has picked up so much in the 
last ten days, I feel myself hedging on the 
view of the situation I took a fortnight ago. 
There have been more signs of returning 
confidence this last week than I have seen 
for a long time. The general meroantilo 
trade has very muoh more of the old-time 
k to it than I have seen for many a 
month.' Thia is important testimony from 
a competent judge of ulliir in the Weal; 
and the improvement to which Mr, 
Armour teatilies o.innot long tail to 
make ita iiiipreaaion at thia ccntrp. 
What Mr. Armour rcpnrta for Chicago 
appears to apply equally lo the Southivtat 
A recent dispatch Irom St. L.juih to a locil 
commercial journal (Uun'a Review) atitca : 
' In general busineas here there is absolutely 
nothing left of the buaineaa depression. 
Tho grain trade liaa auft'orcd from cut ratea 
to the East, which took grain of all kinds 
around tho city on through bills of lading. 
Yet elevator receipts have hocn very fair. 
Jobbers and manufacturers, particularly in 
shoe and grocery lines, report good ordora 
ond unuaually free remittances. The cor- 
respondence of travelling men ia 
generally very confident and hopeful, 
particularly in dry goods.' It ia 
thus very clear that our local pessimists 
have over-colored their bilinua pictures of 
tho situation, ond they are likely to have to 
do some recanting of their prophesying 
against their own interest. In the mean- 
time, however, tho West will bo shrewd 
enough to take New Y'ork at its word and 
proflc by its underestimate of the situation. 
This change of feeling at the interior is pro- 
ducing an improved tone in the Granger 
securities, and an early recovery in tho 
earnings oi that group of railroads ia 
looked for. 

"The action of Congress on tho sugar duty 
haa been a leading feature in the stock mar- 
ket. The vote In the, Committer of the 
Whole in favor of making the article duty 
free naturally caused some selling of Trust 
stock, but tho price was affected muoh less 
than might have been expected under the 
circamatances. There ia an impression in 
some (juartera that legislation on thia article 
is influenced by apoculation; and those who 
entertain that view regard tho vole aa in- 
tended to afford an opportunity for covering 
previous 'abort' sales and alao of buying for 
a rise on the proapect of aubseijuent action 
rovorning the House veto and all'ording pro- 
tection to the Trust., Tho way tho utcck 
acted under the veto seema to give some 
support to thia view. 

"The drift of London fooling Bcenia to be 
turning in favor of thia market. Tho bad 
offeota of the numerous receivershipa of our 
rouda in which forelgnora are interested 
soom to havo done their worst ; and invoa- 
tora are coming round to the conclusion 
that, in the world-wide financial reaction, 
all inveatments have suffered, and thoao of 
tho United States not nearly ao muoh as 
some others. London, therefore, is show- 
ing more interest in ' Americana,' but seems 
inclined to limit its attention to soourities 
Buppoaably beyond tho reach of receiver- 
shipa."

Wasulst.ton, Feb. 2 — Catohinga onUod 
up tho special order for consideration of the 
Hawaiian resolution. It provides for two 
legialative days for the dipouaaion of the 
resolution and for the vote at 4 p.m. on tho 
last day. RoutoUa opposed tho special 
order with his Hawaiian resolution, and in 
the diecuasion that ensued took exception to 
some remarks made by Catobings iu regard 
to him (Boutelle). He called the attention 
of the chair to them. The chair ruled the 
language unparliamentary, and Catobings 
explained that ho hud been provoked by re- 
marks mads by lioutollo. 

Tho Prcaidcnt sent to CoDRreas to-day u 
letter received from iSlinistefr Willia in ro- , 
fereuce to tho reply of Dole to Willia' re- 
quest for a speoial answer to what Mr. 
Cievoiao'd termed Dole's " most extraordin- 
ary " document. The letter is addroeaed to 
Socrebary Gresbani, and dated at Honolulu, 
January I2ch. Wiiila-says in aubitanco that 
Dole** letter ia boo lengthy to copy in time 
for the steamer lesring on the day his 
(W'Ulis') letter ia<dated. He oatls attention 
to -one extract in Cole's letter as follows : 
" This Govocnmont has been and now is 
fll:bjootedto tho nocoaaity of increased watoh- 
fclnesa and largo additional oKpouso, which 
but for such attitude would have been 
unneoessary." 'In a previous letter dated 
December a7ch, Dole, Willia says, had 
stated : " The'Governmentctlioes have been 
placed, and otill continue, in a condition of 
defence aud preparation for siege, and tho 
ennimunity has been put into u state of 
iiuiid bordering on terrorism. Some por- 
tions of tho letters from which these ex- 
tracts are made Willia saya, confirm the 
above etutcmenta, while others aeem to nega- 
tive tlxn;, 

It is stated tho President in his message 
ti)-day to Congress about the Hawaiian mac- 
tera will transmit a letter from Willia stat- 
ing that ho Ima received an answer from 
Dole but haa not hud time to transcribe it 
and will aeud it by ne.'ct tnuil. 

Tho diaappointinent fultthatthc Hawaiian 
correapondtnce sent into Congress to-day did 
not include President Dole's reply to Minis- 
ter \Villis was not loasened by any ex plana- 
tiona. given in tho oiheial letters of transmit- 
tal. Ttie correspondence, however, indioatee 
that the latter had not been received, or, at 
leaat, "has not been olfioiaily transmitted" 
to tho Stttto department. 

In the House a lively diacussion wua pro- 
ciputed over a report from the committee on 
rules setting aside the next three let!ielative 
days for tlio consideration of ilr, McUreiry'a 
resolul ion, cenPu ring Minister St evens and tho 
Eopublioan admiuiatration for thoir share in 
the Hawaiian embroglio. The resolution 
reported from the Foreign Affairs com 
mittce on tho Hawaiian question to-day 
reads as follows : 

" Resolved, Ist, that it is the sense of 
this House that tho action of tho United 
States .Minister iu employing tho United 
States Naval (orcea, and illcgnUy aiding in 
overthrowing the couatitutional government 
of the Hawaiian Islands in January, 189.'!, 
and in entting in its place a proviaional 
government, not Ropubliaan in form, and 
in opposition to the will of a majority of 
the people, was contrary to the traditions 
of our republic and the spirit of our consti- 
tution, and should be and is condemned, 

"2d: That we heartily approve the prin- 
ciple announced by the 'Preaident of thu 
United States that interference with the 
domeatio affsiraof an independent nation is 
contrary to the spirit of American institu 
tioDS, and it Is farther the seoae of this 
House that the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to our eountry, or the assumption of 
a protectorate over them by our Govern- 
ment is uncalled for and inexpedient ; that 
the people of that conntry should have ab 
solute freedom and independence in pursu- 
ing their own lino of policy, and that foreign 
intervention iu the political affairs of tho 
Islands will not be regarded with iDdiddr- 
enco by the Government of the United 
.States " 

Mr. Ilitt, Ilcp., Ilia., offered the following 
substitute for the above rtaolution : 

"Reoolvod, that it ia the Ecnsi: of this 
House that Iho demand caused by the Pres- 
ident of the United States in his imperative 
instructions to bo miido on thu 10;h of De- 
cember lust on the President and ollieers of 
tho Hawaiian (Jovernment, that it promptly 
relinquish all authority, and tho proposed 
erection of a monarch in its steiid was an 
unwarranted iutervention in tho iilliirs of a 
friendly and recognized Government, pon- 
trary to the laws of nations, the policy and 
traditions of this ropublio and tho spirit of 
tho oonatiiution. 

" Reaolved, — That the I'rovisional Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii, having been duly recog- 
nized, the highest international interests 
re(|uire that it shall pursue its own lino of 
policy, and foreign intervention in tho 
.political affairs of these islands is an act un- 
friendly to tho Government of the United 
States." 

The President later transmitted another 
ibatch of Hawaiian correspondence, which 
was read and referred to the Foreign Af-

*' It would be a part of California," said 
Mr. Hopkina, " and would bo governed by 
tho laws of California."

He praised 
the administration tif Preside /it Dole and its 
stability, and said tliat iu ap.tte of the efforts 
of a powerful goTornment to ferment dis- 
cord, that little gover-jmcnt had held its 
own and maintained i ca place in the family 
of nations. He alaa ridiculed President 
Cleveland's attempt, to restore tho Queen 
and said th&t everyone who had ever read a 
pago of history knew how futile it waa to 
try to re,"itoto a diacardei, discredited and 
worn out government.

The Sir William Wallace society hold 
their usual weekly meeting in their hall, 
Bioadalreot, last night. After a selection 
on the " pipes " from Piper Robertson, Chief 
Jameson sang "Annie Laurie," the membera 
joining in the chorus, Mr. Anderson then 
danced, with hia usual skill, tho " Sailor's 
Hornpipe," which waa followed by a Gielio 
love song by Mr. McLean. Mr. (jleu played 
a march and a strathspey on tho bag-pipes ; 
Mr. Anderson danced tho old Scottish danco 
Sean T ruibhse, and then Mr. John F. Smith 
gave a short lecture on tho " big-pipo." A 
more interesting discourse has seldom been 
heard in the ball of the society. Mr. Smith 
began by referring to the great antiquity of 
tho Scottish national musical iaatrument, 
atatiog that there ia a bag pipe in the Bri- 
tish Museum as old aa the time of Mosea. 
Tracing its descent to modern timea, Mr. 
Smith stated that it was n favorite inatru- 
mentof Queen Elizibeth, and ia now much 
liked by our Gracious -Queen, It ia an in- 
strument capable of expresaing all degrees 
of joy and oorrow. But it ia for its martial 
music that the pipe is moat famous. Tho 
lecturer cited many instances in which 
Highland regiments had been stirred up to 
sucb a pitch of enthusiasm by the atirritg 
atraina of the pipe that their valor turned 
tho tide of victory in favor of ISritain.

It is disgraceful that hsuae farmera and 
rack rentera should be permitted to exploit 
tiia neeeasitiea of the workers who are 
compelled by cironmatancea over whieh thev 
have no eontrol to pig together in the slums 
and alley* of the metropolia; but that a body 
dominated by the lords spiritual of the 
•Church of Cbrlat' ahould derive part of its 
revenaea from property of thia character is a 
fact which ahould induce Tour Grace to ask 
yourself if it would not bo well to remove a 
reproach on Uie religion you preach, and in 
doing so find work for some thousands of tho 
unemployod artisana and laborers of London 
Th? committee will bo pl.iased to point out 
to you the localities in h hid: your uiisani 
tiry property ia situated, if it will not bo 
met by the (luibbliug rt joimlor that though 
your oomm'saiouors are the ownorayou have 
no control over it."
